The Soviet Union proposed first total disarmament 
and then a 50°,, all round disarmament. The 
American plan proposed the abolition of heavy 
mobile guns and all tanks and bombing planes, the 
immediate abolition of one-third of the existing 
battleships of the great naval powers and drastic 
cuts in land forces. 

In reply to the American plan the National Govern- 
ment accepted the abolition of heavy mobile guns 
and of all heavy tanks but subsequently in technical 
discussion revealed that they meant tanks over 20 
or 25 tons.

On the 18th June, 1935, The National Government concluded 
with Hitler, the Anglo-German Naval Agreement. By the terms 
of this agreement Hitler may build under all circumstances a 
Navy equal to 35 per cent, of the tonnage of the British Empire 
Navy, and may build submarines to equal the total tonnage of 
British submarines. 



We learn that negotiations for the granting of a new 
the Reichsbank by the Bank of England have been 
some time.

Mr. Winston Churchill in the House of Commons, March, 19 
stated that last year (1935) Hitler spent £800,000,000 on rearm

The State I represent entered the League 
hut a year ago, with the sole purpose and 
with the sole promise to collaborate in 
every possible way with other nations in the 
maintenance of indivisible peace. It is this

They are 
strengthened by pacts of non-aggression and mutual 
assistance, a new kind of agreement between nations 
brought about by the peoples will to peace. The 
U.S.S.R. has concluded with its neighbour States 
pacts of non-aggression and with more distant 
States, pacts of mutual assistance. 

The Franco-Soviet Pact is the model of pacts of 
mutual assistance. 

France will support U.S.S.R. against any aggressor 
and U.S.S.R. will support France. 

If either attacks a third State the pact is cancelled. 

Any other country can join this pact. It is a pact 
to preserve the peace. 



In an attempt to take advantage of the World 
desire for peace HITLER has disguised his WAR 
PLANS in the form of proposals for peace pacts— but 
pacts that protect him if he wishes to make a war 
elsewhere. To make his meaning clear he proposes 
peace pacts in the West to protect his rear if he 
wants to make war in the East. He categorically 
refuses to agree to any peace pacts in Eastern Europe. 
He is careful to omit the Litvinov clause releasing 
either State from a Mutual Assistance Pact if the 
other attacks any third Slate. 

The Soviet peace pacts are open to all. 

Britain can join France and Czecho-Slovakia in 
this agreement of mutual assistance with the U.S.S.R. 
By doing so we shall ally ourselves with those who 
plan for peace. Any State that isolates itself and 
remains outside by that alone shows that it is 
planning war.
